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Hepatitis C is a liver disease that results from infection with the hepatitis C virus. It can 
range in severity from a mild illness lasting a few weeks to a serious, lifelong illness. 
Most people with chronic (life long) hepatitis C do not have any symptoms until liver 

problems develop 20–30 years after exposure.
